Prairie Wheat 
Crop Set At 
430 Million Bus. 


OTTAWA.—tThe prairies’ 1950 
wheat crop was placed by the 
bureau of statistics at 430,000,- 
000 bushels, down 25,000,000 
bushels from a previous estimate 
of 455,000,000. . 

This reduction in the prairie crop 
trimmed the all-Canada wheat har- 
vest to 465,000,000 bushels from the 
previous estimate of, 490,000,000. 

(The ‘bureau’s previous estimate 
was contained in a crop report dated 
Sept. 14. Free’ Press final estimate 
of 423,000,000 bushels; published 
Sept. 21, is the nearest private esti- 
mate to the bureau’s latest-figure of 
430,000,000 bushels. ) 

The bureau's estimate of grain cov- 
ered the period to Oct. 1. It was espe-_ 
cially made for the experts prepar- 
ing papers to be presented at the an- 
nual dominion-provincial agriculture 
conference, to be held here Dec. 4, 5 
and 6. The previous estimate of 
crops was made Sept. 14. 

In the new special survey, the bu- 
reau estimated that the prairie oats 
crop would total 255,000,000 bushels, 
up 4,000,000 from the previous esti- . 
mate of 251,000,000. 

The prairie barley crop was placed 
at 157,000,000 bushels, down 8,000,- 
000 from the previous estimate of 
165,000,000.

In the future, the recent opening of the oil pipe line from Edmonton 
will no doubt be regarded as an important milestone in Canada’s economic 
development. The growth ‘of oil production in the west is one part of the 
great economic expansion which is taking place in Canada at present, and 
which is marking. a new period in the development of this country. At the 
opening of the new pipe line, Hon. C. D. Howe pointed out that with the 
rich iron deposits in Labrador, the titanium mines in Quebec, vast forest

Cattlemen are urged by Dr. E.|& CBC forum broadcast in which 


E. Ballantyne, Director of Véter- 
inary Services, to take advantage 
of the calfhood vaccination cam- 
paigns now under way. Get your 
calves vaccinated now, he advises. 
Many cattlemen have found de- 
lays costly and wish they had 
started having their héifer calves 
vaccinated several years ago. 


Dr. Ballantyne points out that 
there is a keen demand by buyers 
at higher prices for heifers ‘and 
cows -that were vaccinated as 
calves against Bang’s disease. The 
time is coming, he says, when the 
wise buyer will only’ purchase 
such breeding stock. Calfhood vac- 
cination is the main weapon ‘in 
controlling the disease in. a herd. 
Good herd management is the 
other weapon. Vaccination is also 
cheap insurance against expensive 
losses in a Bang’s clean herd. 


It takes from four ‘to six years 
to build up a Bang’s resistant herd 
through calfhood vaccination, so 
start now. Building up such herds 
will also help in reducing cases 
of undulant fever in people. The 
official age ‘to vaccinate ‘calves is 
6, 7 and 8 months, but calves can 
be vaccinated younger or older in 
some cases. Discuss this with your 
Vet.

Total British investments abroad 
fell from £3,545 million to £1,960 mil- 
lion. Investments in Commonwealth 
countries “and colonies fell from 
£1,998 million to £1,110 million. In- 
vestments in. Argentina fell from £369 
million to £51 million. Investments 
in the U.S, fell from £260 million to 
£75. million. 

While investments declined by 45%, 
income fell by only 25%. Actually, 
in the’ case of the U.S. investments, 
income increased, despite the fall in 
nominal values of investments. 

Evidence is now complete that the 
decline in British investments abroad, 

especially in income from these invest- 
ments, canrfot’ possibly be ‘the «cause 
of British economic difficulties: Gifts 
and long term credits from North 
America alone far exceed the total 
loss of British overseas investments 
in the war and post-war period. 

Certainly, whatéver may have hap- 
pened to the value of British invest- 
ments in'the U.S., the fact remains 
that, ih 1948, these investments 
brought Britain in miore we than 
they did in 1938. -
